Police in Peru: 
Van der Sloot 
admits killing 
Lima woman

LIMA, Peru Dutchman Joran van der Sloot, long the prime 
suspect in the 2005 disappearance of a U.S. teen in Aruba, 
has confessed to killing a young Peruvian woman in his 
Lima hotel room, a police spokesman said. 

Peru’s chief police spokesman. Col. Abel Gamarra, told 
The Associated Press that van der Sloot admitted under 
questioning Monday that he killed 21-year-old Stephany 
Flores on May 30. 

Several Peruvian media reported that van der Sloot 
killed Flores in a rage after learning she had looked up in- 
formation about his past on his laptop without his permis- 
sion. They did not name their sources for the information. 

The newspaper La Republica said van der Sloot tear- 
fully confessed, in the presence of a prosecutor and a 
state-appointed attorney, to grabbing Flores by the neck 
and hitting her because she had viewed photos and videos 
about the Aruba case on his computer while he was out 
buying coffee. 

Flores, a business student, was found beaten to death, 
her neck broken, in the 22-year-old Dutchman’s hotel 
room. Police said the two met playing poker at a casino. 

Murder convictions carry a maximum of 35 years in 
prison in Peru. 

Van der Sloot remains the prime suspect in the 2005 
disappearance of Alabama teen Natalee Holloway, then 
18, while she was celebrating her high school graduation 
in Aruba. 

He was arrested twice in the case— and gave a number 
of conflicting confessions, some in TV interviews— but 
was freed for lack of evidence. 

Holloway’s father told ABC’s “Good Morning America” 
on Tuesday that van der Sloot should tell all he knows 
about the disappearance of his daughter. 

“He confessed to this one ... I would like for him to tell 
everyone what happened” in the earlier case, Dave Hol- 
loway said. “Hopefully this is his last victim.”

Still, maligning millenials 
for our real or perceived lack of substance seems to be the only way 
for many bitter old queens to cope with their own mortality This is 
especially true for those who suffered from At Least You’re Pretty 
syndrome when they were 20, and find that as they age, their lack of 
redeeming qualities renders them utterly obsolete. To them, the no- 
tion that someone could possess both a 2006 high school graduation 
tassel and a functioning brain is just a broken nail short of devastating. 

Sorry guys, but we exist. And that doesn’t have to be a bad thing. 

Part of gay pride is indulging in and celebrating cultural stereo- 
types, and part of being young is enjoying every minute of it.

LAWYERS LAY OUT 
THEIR CASES AS 
BLAGO’S TRIAL 
GETS UNDER WAY

Rod Blagojevich heard himself described dur- 
ing opening statements at his corruption trial 
Tuesday as naive, shallow, lacking in judgment 
and deeply insecure. And that was from his 
own lawyer, Sam Adam Jr. 

Hardly a flattering portrait for the politi- 
cian that Blagojevich was until the 2008 ar- 
rest that precipitated his fall from grace. But 
his defense strategy, as laid out by Adam, ap- 
peared designed to portray Blagojevich as a 
victim of greedy and unprincipled schemers 
that he had unwittingly surrounded himself 
with as Illinois governor. 

Even the good friends he trusted took ad- 
vantage of him, the lawyer said, ripping into 
one— convicted Blagojevich fundraiser An- 
toin “Tony” Rezko— as “the Bernie Madoff 
of Chicago.” Rezko and other corrupt insid- 
ers in the Blagojevich administration grabbed 
all the money they could under their trusting 
friend’s nose, Adam said. 

Prosecutors painted a far different image of 
Blagojevich as his trial got down to business 
after three days of jury selection. 

Time and again. Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Carrie Hamilton said, Blagojevich put his 
own interests ahead of the people he was 
supposed to represent, adopting a mantra of 
“What about me?” and demanding campaign 
cash and other favors in exchange for official 
acts. 

Blagojevich saw opportunity to get some- 
thing for himself when it came time to give a 
school grant money, increase state reimburse- 
ment for Children’s Memorial Hospital or 
sign a bill to aid Illinois horse tracks, she said, 
rattling off alleged crimes with a matter-of- 
fact tone. 

“With all of this power came responsibil- 
ity,” Hamilton said. ‘And when he made those 
decisions, he was not supposed to do so be- 
cause of how much money went into his cam- 
paign fund.” 

Blagojevich knew full well what members 
of his “inner circle,” such as Rezko and former 
Chief of Staff Alonzo “Lon” Monk, were do- 



ing when they organized inside deals by stack- 
ing state boards and commissions with loyal 
members, Hamilton said. 

The courtroom styles of Hamilton and 
Adam were as different as their visions of 
Blagojevich. 

Hamilton’s presentation was calm, orga- 
nized and bolstered by constantly shifting 
charts on a large overhead screen. Adam 
moved about the room like a preacher, 
sometimes whispering just feet from the 
jury and sometimes shouting and waving 
his hands. 

One prosecution chart showed that by 
2008, the Blagojevich family was mired in 
$200,000 in credit-card debt and lines of 
credit on his Chicago home, suggesting that 
as one motive for his alleged attempts to ped- 
dle the U.S. Senate seat vacated by President 
Obama in exchange for a lucrative new job in 
the private sector. 


No Twitter for Blago 


Before opening statements began Tuesday 
at former Gov Rod Blagojevich’s corrup- 
tion trial, U.S. District Judge James Zagel 
issued a ruling sure to make cyberspace all 
a-Twitter. Or not. 

Zagel banned Blagojevich from Tweet- 
ing from the courtroom. 

The technologically challenged ex-gov- 
ernor joined Twitter this month, but most 
of his milquetoast, 140 -character mes- 
sages seem to be written by his publicist. 
After all, Blagojevich didn’t even know 
how to send a text message or open a text 
file on “The Celebrity Apprentice” when 
it was filmed last year. 

However, the ex-governor will be al- 
lowed to continue speaking with the me- 
dia and appearing on radio programs— at 
his own peril. 

Zagel told Blagojevich that his “repeated 
public statements” could be used against 
him if he testifies during his corruption trial. 

Blagojevich’s attorney, Sam Adam Jr.,

also made one last attempt to postpone 
opening statements, asking the judge to be 
sympathetic to the fact that Amy Blago- 
jevich’s eighth-grade graduation was Tues- 
day The judge denied the request, telling 
Adam that if he wanted to get out early, he 
could cut his own 105-minute opening. 

“You are going last, so you might want to 
shorten your own statement,” Zagel said.

Cop who lost son to violence 
to lead alternative program 


A Chicago Police Department veteran whose 
teenage son was killed on a CTA bus is the new 
director of the city’s alternative policing pro- 
gram. 

Mayor Daley on Tuesday announced the ap- 
pointment of Ronald Holt as director of the Chi- 
cago Alternative Policing Strategy program. 

Holt, 49, is a 19-year police veteran whose 
1 6 -year-old son, Blair, was killed in 2007 when a 
gunman opened fire on a CTA bus. 

Holt has been assigned to the CAPS project 
office since shortly after Blair was killed May 
10, 2007, reportedly an innocent bystander slain 
while trying to protect a friend when a teen 
opened fire on a bus in Roseland. 

In that capacity Holt has talked to various 
groups about gun control and youth violence. 


“Knowing how much I love my son, I think 
that I have to continue to work on his behalf and 
the dreams that he had, and instill those dreams, 
those hopes into other children,” Holt said, ex- 
plaining how he was able to carry on after the 
shooting. “That’s what you have to do, because 
are a lot of children who are like Blair. The same 
positive attitude. Smart, happy love school. 
There’s hundreds of thousands of them in this 
city Tbu just have to connect with them.” 

Holt replaces Phillip Hampton, who stepped 
down after less than a year as director of CAPS to 
take a job with a charter school, Daley said. 

Holt said he will rely on churches to help get 
out the message in communities prone to vio- 
lence that the police can be partners in making 
the neighborhood safer. 


Cubs 

warn 

rooftop 

vendors 

The Chicago Cubs are crying foul over game 
day sales to rooftop bars across the street 
from Wrigley Field. 

Cubs President Crane Kenney sent a let- 
ter last week to rooftop operators remind- 
ing them that game day sales violate a city 
of Chicago ordinance governing the rooftop 
businesses. The letter was obtained by the 
Tribune. 

Kenney also said in the letter that it has 
come to the team’s attention that rooftop 
seats are being sold by ticket brokers and oth- 
er third parties, another code violation. Only 
businesses with special club licenses granted 
by the City of Chicago are allowed to sell ad- 
mission to their rooftops. 

“We intend to pursue this matter to the 
fullest extent permitted by law,” Kenney 
warned in the letter. 

Mike Lufrano, the team’s general counsel, 
said the letter was sent after the team learned 
that a third party was marketing rooftop tick- 
ets, in some cases on game days. 

“We’re trying to determine what’s going 
on,” Lufrano said. 

The warning, though, surprised some 
rooftop operators because they say the Cubs 
benefit when the rooftops are full. The team 
receives royalties from each of the 16 clubs, in 
most cases 17 percent of ticket revenues. 

“I don’t know why this would bother 
them,” said Mark Schlenker, who owns Brix- 
en Ivy LLC, a rooftop club at 1044 W Wave- 
land Ave.

And Sharp? 

“If you have a chance to close out a team 
and advance— and in this case it’s something 
different— we want to make sure we take 
advantage of it,” said Sharp, who previously 
played for Philadelphia. “.. . We’ve been pretty 
good in those elimination games. 

“We want to remain focused and try not to 
think about with a ‘might happen’ or what 
could happen’ and just play the game that 
we’re capable of” 

Of course, what could happen is winning 
hockey’s holy grail. Blackhawks veteran John 
Madden experienced that in 2003 with the 
New Jersey Devils . 

“For me, it was no better feeling in hockey,” 
he said.

Or will nothing less than winning the 
32-nation tournament earn the U.S. players 
respect worldwide and in their own coun- 
try? 

Landon Donovan, one of the team’s three 
acknowledged stars, along with goalkeeper 
Tim Howard and midfielder Clint Dempsey, 
believes getting to the 16 -team knockout 
stage should be the minimum goal. 

It’s an achievable one, even though the 
last time a U.S. squad ventxxred down this 
road, in Germany in 2006, getting out of 
the first round proved too steep a mountain.

“Most days I feel like I haven’t done enough,” Gold 
Motel singer Greta Morgan says. “Then sometimes I 
allow myself to sit back and go, ‘Wait a second. Most 
kids your age are just graduating college and having 
no idea what to do with their lives. So at least you 
know and are already five years into that path.’ ” 

At 17, Morgan and her band, the Hush Sound, were 
signed to Decaydence/Fueled By Ramen Records. 
She missed prom and graduation from Benet Acad- 
emy in Lisle to open for fellow Chicago acts Fall Out 
Boy and the Academy Is ... in the United Kingdom. 
Now, with the Hush Sound on indefinite hiatus. Oak 
Brook native Morgan, now 22 — who went by her last 
name, Salpeter, in her previous band— has another 
good thing going with Gold Motel. The pop band’s 
full-length debut, “Summer House,” which dropped 
June I, is so breezy and summery it should be illegal 
to listen to indoors. 


What was it like forming the new band? What 
expectations are on you because of the Hush 
Sound’s success? 

First of all, it was scary, but it was also the only thing 
that I could do. I did have to walk away from that 
level of success and feel to an extent that I was start- 
ing over. But I’m really really fortunate to have this 
devoted following of people who were fans of the 
Hush Sound who are seeking out my new project. 
We’ve had. I’d say, 99 percent positive reactions. 
There’s the i percent of people who say, “Oh, I 
don’t even want to listen to this record. I just want 
the Hush Sound back.” But then there’s the other 
percent of people who said, “Sorry, I could never get 
into your old band. But this is amazing.” 


What do you make of those comments? 

I think what I’m going for with Gold Motel is a 
much simpler, straightforward summer pop thing. 

At least for this album. And with the Hush Sound we 
had two different singers, a few different songwrit- 
ers, and aU the songs were totally different from each 
other. There wasn’t really a clear picture of what

the band sounded like. You could hear one song 
by the Hush Sound and another one and they 
would sound like totally different bands. I think 
that’s why for some people it was hard to grab 
onto. ... I kinda feel like the whole world that we 
were a part of, the Fall Out Boy emo-by-associ- 
ation kind of thing, was like being in a Disney 
movie. And now Fm growing up and Fm trying 
to become a real actress or whatever. 

What quintessential activity is “Summer House” 
the soundtrack to? 

Driving around in an old convertible. My 
boyfriend has an old convertible and we went 
on a four-hour joy ride the other night. We just 
listened to all this really great music. For some 
reason when you’re driving around in a convert- 
ible on a summer night, the music is like 
lo times more live than you’ve ever heard it. 

How would you describe Gold Motel’s sound in 
five words or less? 

Ice cream summer Popsicles convertible. 

You spent a year in L.A. before Gold Motel 
started. How did that inform the new band? 

Yeah, spending a winter in the California sun as 
opposed to frigid Chicago weather just changed 
my outlook a little bit. I had a really positive 
winter and I wrote most of these songs on guitar, 
which I don’t really play ... It kind of forced 
me to write simpler songs and rely on the vocal 
melodies more. I think that had a lot to do with 
it, just being able to sit outside with a guitar and 
write music as opposed to being locked up inside 
{and writing on the piano}. 

Does the perfect pop song exist? 

Oh, yeah. “God Only Knows” by the Beach Boys 
is a perfect pop song. “Mr. Bluesky” by FLO is a 
perfect pop song. I could name hundreds of pop 
songs that I think are perfect. 

Nominate one of Gold Motel’s songs as a perfect 
pop song. 

I would like to be modest at this stage in the 
game. I’m still trying to write the perfect pop 
song, and the best contenders might be “Sum- 
mer House,” “Safe in L.A.” and “Perfect in My 
Mind.”

the theater world’s attention. 

Sounds iike a microcosm of 
Chicago’s theater scene. 

It couldn’t happen anywhere 
else, because you don’t have the 
artist base that’s willing to work for 


nearly nothing, and to do great work. 


Speaking of new artists, you’ve got some 
big names, such as Sean Graney and Brett C. 
Leonard, in the mix this year. Do you always 
aim to bring established and emerging artists 
together? 

Absolutely I actually borrowed the strategy 
from the solera sherry philosophy: In the 
south of Spain, for every barrel of sherry 
they make, they take a 3- or 4-ounce snifter 
from the first barrels that were made at that 
vineyard. They say the old sherry brings the 
wisdom, depth and character, but the young 
sherry brings the energy and vibrancy and it 
gives you a really well-rounded mix. 

We wanted to have some nationally recog- 
nized artists to inspire the younger people and 
to bring a bigger spotlight. Somehow, mostly 
due to {casting director] Tara Lonzo when she 
worked at the Goodman Theatre, we got 
David Mamet, Warren Leight, Rebecca Gil- 
man and Regina Taylor. It really does help get 


Tell me about the piece you’re directing, Brett 
C. Leonard’s “What I’m Looking For.” 

Brett Leonard and I have worked on a couple 
projects together. I tried to get him to write 
something, and he said, “Only if you direct 
it.” I had this thing in my head for a while 
that was inspired by a piece of music. In my 
head, I saw a couple making up the morn- 
ing after a big fight, and then I saw them 
going into a re-enactment of the fight itself 
So Brett and I started talking about that, 
and also the burden of carrying a secret. We 
started having a really open discussion, and 
then he sent me a play It was a couple weeks 
late, and it’s absolutely amazing. It’s beautiful 
and very dark.

Madhouse for a couple of years and decided 
to give wrestling a shot. He said he was the 
only little person when he trained in 1994 at 
Windy City Pro Wrestling in Chicago’s East 
Side neighborhood. 

A year later, Puppet produced his first 
wrestling show at Sluggers in Wrigleyville. 


“The line was around the block. People were 
looking in the windows and watching,” he 
said. Following that success Puppet created 
the Half Pint Brawlers and took the show on 
the road. 

“It’s a rush, man. When you’re onstage do- 
ing your thing, the crowd’s going crazy for you, 
your heart’s pumping, they’re high-fiving you. 
It’s just fun to be a performer,” Puppet said. 

The group’s big break came after an ex- 
ecutive producer, who had seen the wrestlers 
years earlier, pitched the show to Spike TV at 
a time when the network was hunting for a 
docu-soap. 

Certainly reality shows centered on little 
people are the flavor of the moment, much 
like shows about families with multiple chil- 
dren used to be, said Michael Niederman, 
chairman of the Television Department at 
Columbia College Chicago. 

“It’s really all about one thing: People are 
interested in watching people overcome ad- 
versity” Niederman said. 


Chicago’s Half Pint Brawlers going national

The Chicago-born hard-core wrestling group Half Pint Brawlers opened its first 
can of whoop-ass 15 years ago at Wrigleyville bar Sluggers. Now the Brawlers 
have their own reality show In rings and bars across the country, their bodies 
take a good beating: Staple guns. Body slams. Stitches to sew up a head wound. 

“I like to describe our show as the background of hard-core midget wrestling 
meets Jackass’ meets ‘Girls Gone Wild’ meets ‘Little People, Big World’ with 
beer,” said founder Steve Richardson, 41, who goes by the wrestling name Pup- 
pet The Psycho Dwarf. 


Chicago native Puppet and his crew of 
five — all little people under 4 feet 7 inches 
tall— are the stars of Spike TV’s new un- 
scripted reality series “Half Pint Brawlers,” 
which premiered June 2, the day after Pup- 
pet threw out the first pitch at a White Sox 
game. The show captures their lives on the 
road. 

At least three other shows have launched 
this year that follow the lives of short-stat- 
ured people in a market cornered by TLC, 
which airs a trio of shows that catapulted 
little people to the center of attention. 

Despite their popularity, the shows are 
not without controversy. Some think the lit- 
tle-people-focused entertainment programs 
are exploitative. And while some consider 
the term midget offensive. Puppet uses it as 
a marketing tool for the Half Pint Brawlers. 

“During this show, no one’s taking advan- 
tage of us. No one’s doing anything against 
us,” said Puppet, who is 4-foot-4. “This is 
something we love to do and you’re going 
to see that. I think people are going to laugh 
with us, have fun with us.” 

Sharon Levy Spike TV’s executive vice 
president of original series, said that within 
seeing two minutes of the Brawlers brawlers 
on tape, it was obvious to her viewers would 
be compelled to watch the guys. Their height, 
she said, was irrelevant. 


“The magic that was the chemistry be- 
tween the Jackass’ guys, that’s what I see in 
these guys, unbelievable chemistry,” Levy 
said. 

“They are the kind of guys that if you 
were anywhere out in the world and walked 
by them, you’d want to be part of their crew. 
They’re charismatic, so funny so fearless.” 

The show features Puppet along with 
Chicago-area residents John Elliott, 29 
(aka Teo), and Jacob Colyer, 26 (aka Turtle). 
Mikeal Santoyo (aka Mad Mexx), 41, lives 
in Kentucky; and brothers Chris Dube (aka 
Kato), 40, and Bob Tovey (aka Bobby), 33, 
whose father is the Hall of Fame wrestler 
Eric Tovey, hail from Missouri. 

The wrestlers all have gone through a rigor- 
ous training process, much like what WWE 
superstars do. Puppet said. 

“We’ll go to the top rope and we’ll do ev- 
erything the WWE does, but we just fall far- 
ther,” he said. 

Puppet knows how to put on a good show 
in and out of the ring. He was first bit by the 
acting bug as a kid when he attended a per- 
forming arts school. He’s even snagged a role 
in the movie “The Babe”— with John Good- 
man as Babe Ruth— and performed stunt 
work in L.A. 

Later, he moved back to Chicago, worked 
with radio program Mancow’s Morning

Traditionall}^ little people have appeared 
onscreen as comic relief, but now there’s a 
more diverse representation of little people 
on TV thanks in part to reality TV, said Gary 
Arnold, vice president of public relations for 
Little People of America, a nonprofit orga- 
nization that supports people with dwarfism 
and their families. 

“It’s sending a message,” he said. ‘As little 
people, we’re not defined by dwarfism. It’s 
one aspect of who we are.” Shows such as 
“Little People, Big World” have transcended 
the novelty and connected with the audi- 
ence, he said. 

While gawkers might come in thinking 
they’re going to laugh at the wrestlers and 
mock them. Puppet said, by the end of the 
show they’re supportive. After shows, the 
wrestlers are hanging out with the crowds, 
drinking, selling their merchandise and pos- 
ing for pictures. 

“Do we have groupies?” asks Puppet. “Hell
